The  Rhaetian  Railway  is  one  of  the  very  few  lines  which 
are  frequented  for  the  sake  of  the  journey  itself,  and  not 
merely  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  a  destination.  There 
are,  I  say,  very  few  such  railways  in  the  world.  Even  in 
Switzerland,  where  the  traveller  enjoys  from  his  carriage 
window  such  an  endless  succession  of  the  most  beautiful 
and  sublime  landscapes,  the  scenery  (apart  from  some  few 
exceptions,  including  the  purely  mountain  lines,  which  are 
of  course  outside  the  ordinary  sphere  of  traffic)  may  be 
regarded  simply  as  a  pleasant  feature  in  the  journey. 

On  the  Rhaetian  Railway,  however,  one  travels  for  the 
sake  of  what  there  is  to  see  by  the  way  —  in  other  words, 
for  the  sake  of  the  journey  itself.  And  this  makes  a  great 
difference. 

Nor  is  it  only  the  overwhelming  beauty  of  the  Orisons 
mountains,  into  the  midst  of  which  the  railway  takes  us, 
that  claims  our  attention.  We  children  of  to-day  are 
equally  fascinated  by  the  marvels  of  the  unprecedentedly 
daring  technical  triumphs  shown  in  the  railway  itself,  which 
nevertheless  harmonises  completely  with  the  landscape. 
Although  myself  particularly  sensitive  to  the  beauties  of 
nature,  I  am  not  ashamed  to  confess  that  when  travelling 
through  the  Albula  Valley,  or  elsewhere  on  this  railway, 
I  sometimes  allow  my  attention  to  be  diverted  to  the  details 
of  the  railway  constraction,  even  from  the  most  magnificent 
scenery.  And  this  too  may  be  recognised  as  one  of  the 
charms  of  travelling. 


Although  the  Rhaetian  Railway  is  fast  crowding  out  the 
diligences  from  the  valleys  of  Graubiinden,  where  it  was 
prophesied  they  would  continue  for  ever,  it  has  not  in 
so  doing  taken  the  poetry  out  of  travel.  The  hne  is  a 
narrow*gauge  one,  and  my  experience  is  that  the  necessity 
of  having  to  change  at  Landquart  or  Chur  from  the  carriages 
of  the  Federal  Railways  to  those  of  the  Rhaetian  Railway, 
very  much  incfeases  the  passengers'  capacity  for  receiving 
the  impressions  of  the  journey.  This  is  by  no  means 
equivalent  to  claiming  for  the  Rhaetian  Railway  the  "com- 
forts'^  of  the  frequently  ridiculed  ''local''  or  branch  railway! 
On  the  contrary,  it  is  a  first-class,  solidly  constructed  line 
equal  to  all  the  demands  that  can  be  made  upon  it,  in 
every  respect  on  a  level  with  modern  technique,  and  challeng- 
ing comparison  with  any  undertaking  of  the  kind.  And 
nothing  so  clearly  proves  this  to  be  the  case  as  the  circum- 
stance that  the  Rhaetian  Railway  is  the  only  narrow-gauge 
railway  whidi  is  admitted  to  the  European  railway  time- 
table conference. 

The  following  booklet  proposes  to  introduce  to  this 
unique  railway  those  who  are  not  acquainted  with  it 
I  hope  that  it  will  attract  very  many  to  the  beautiful 
valleys  of  Graubiinden.

The  Grisons. 

Scenery,  Configuration,  Situation,  Inhabi- 
tants. 

The  Canton  of  the  Orisons,  in  which  the  Rhaetian  Rail- 
way is  the  principal  means  of  communication,  has  always 
been  most  attractive  on  account  of  the  great  beauty  of  its 
scenery.  It  is  essentially  different  in  character  from  tfie 
other  parts  of  Switzerland,  differing  in  particular  from  the 
Original  Cantons  and  the  Bernese  Oberland.  Although 
the  character  and  distribution  of  its  mountains  and  valleys 
is  peculiar  to  itself,  it  is  above  all  the  special  climatic 
features  of  Graubiinden  that  affect  the  nature  of  its  scenery. 
While  elsewhere  in  the  Alps  the  tree  limit  is  about  5600 
feet  above  sea-level,  the  cimbra-pine  and  larch  woods  of 
the  Engadine  reach  an  altitude  of  7200  feet.  And  it  is  in 
the  Engadine,  too,  that  the  dryness  and  transparency  of 
the  air  bring  about  those  luminous  colour  effects  which 
give  an  impression  of  fairylike  splendour,  as  if  the  land- 
scape were  painted  on  a  background  of  gold. 

This  magnificent  scenery  is  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word 
opened  up  to  traffic  by  the  Rhaetian  Railway.  As  a  rule, 
railways  do  not  cany  us  farther  than  the  foot  of  the  moun- 
tains, and  then  wind  round  or  cut  through  them.  This 
railway,  however,  takes  us  into  the  very  heart  of  the  moun- 
tain world  and  carries  us  up  to  altitudes  whidi  are  not 
even  approximately  attained  by  any  of  the  other  adhesion 
railways  of  Europe. 

The  Canton  of  the  Grisons  occupies  tiie  south-eastern  part  of 
Switzerland,  and  from  the  Rhine  Valley  near  Maienfeld  as  ftur  as 
the  Stilfser  Joch  forms  its  Austrian  frontier;  from  this  point  to 
beyond  the  Lake  of  Como  its  Italian  frontier. 

Its  area  of  2774  sq.  miles  onbraces  more  than  one-sixth  of 
Switzerland. 


The  greater  part  of  this  vast  rq^on  consists  of  moimtainotts 
country,  the  peaks  of  which  readi  as  hi^  as  13|124  feet,  infh  . 
extensive  snov^fidds  and  imposing  glaciers. 

The  country  is  broken  up  into  no  fewer  than  150  valleys, 
varying  greatly  in  size,  traversed  by  wild  rushing  torrents  and 
streams,  and  animated  by  roaring  waterfalls  and  dear  mountain 
lakes.  Dark  green  fir-woods  and  verdant  mountain  meadows 
cover  the  slopes  and  form  the  transition  from  the  valleys  to  the 
high  mountains. 

The  altitude  of  the  valleys  differs  considerably.  Whereas,  for 
example,  the  Rhine  Valley  near  Chur  is  only  1969  feet  above  sea- 
level,  the  Engadine  reaches  as  high  as  6089  feet,  and  the  alpine 
valley  of  Avers,  the  highest  valley  in  Europe  inhabited  in  villages, 
attains  the  altitude  of  6998  feet.  On  the  southern  slopes  of  the 
Alps,  however,  the  Misox  Valley  sinks  to  935  feet  above  sea-level. 

According  to  the  last  census,  that  of  December  1st,  1900,  the 
Canton  of  the  Orisons  had  104,520  inhabitants,  of  whom  55,155 
were  Protestant  and  49,140  Catholic ;  and  of  these  48,700  speak 
Qermani  36,500  Romansch,  and  17,500  Italian.  The  number  of  its 
communes  is  224.  Most  of  the  inhabitants  are  agriculturists ;  in  larger 
towns  trade  and  industry  thrive;  but  there  is  a  distinct  absence 
of  the  factories  whidi  figure  so  largely  in  many  other  cantons. 

The  German  language  predominates  in  the  north-easton  part 
of  the  Canton,  in  the  Rhine  Valley  as  far  as  ReichenaUt  in  the 
Hinter-Rhine  Valley,  in  the  Prittigau  and  the  commune  of  Davos; 
the  various  dialects  of  the  Romansch  language  are  spoken  in  the 
Oberland,  in  the  Oberhalbstein  and  in  the  Albula  Valley,  in  the 
Upper  and  the  Lower  Engadine,  and  in  the  Munster  Valley;  while 
Italian  is  the  principal  language  for  the  Puschlav,  the  Bergell  and 
the  Misox  Valley. 

The  Oerman  language  is  everywhere  carefully  cultivated  and 
well  understood  by  the  Romansch-speaking  people,  in  whose  mouths 
it  bears  a  slight  resemblance  to  the  Oerman  of  the  Oerman-speaking 
Swiss  when  he  is  not  speaking  dialect,  and  consequently  to  that 
spoken  elsewhere  in  Graubiinden  by  those  whose  native  language 
is  Swiss-Oerman.  Their  pronunciation  is  clearer  and  therefore 
more  easily  understood  by  the  foreigner  than  that  of  the  Oerman- 
spealdng  Swiss  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Climate,  Curative  Properties,  Mineral 
Springs,  Tourist  Attractions,  Sports. 

In  addition  to  its  beautiful  scenery,  Graubiinden  pos- 
sesses climatic  advantages  which  attract  no  small  proportion 
of  its  visitors.  Corresponding  with  the  differences  in  alti- 
tude, the  dimate  varies  considerably  in  different  parts  of 


the  Canton.  Within  a  comparatively  small  area  we  find  the 

advantages  of  a  temperate  sub-alpine  climate,  combined  with 
those  of  the  high-mountain  climate,  so  that  spring,  summer, 
autumn  and  winter  ^^seasons"  follow  one  upon  another. 

With  the  exception  of  some  small  parts  of  the  country  inthesouth, 
north  and  east,  the  Orisons  belong  wholly  to  the  mountainous  and 
alpine  region.  In  spite  of  this,  its  high-lying  valleys  are  exceedingly 
well  sheltered  by  the  formation  and  grouping  of  the  mountains,  the 
proximity  of  forests,  and  the  direction  of  the  prevalent  winds. 
They  are  consequently  subject  to  very  favourable  climatic  conditions. 

This  high-lying  tract  of  country  enjoys  an  excellent  climate 
of  the  true  "continental"  type,  which  is  distinguished  by  the  ex- 
treme differences  of  temperature  between  day  and  night,  summer 
and  winter.  This  "continental"  character  of  the  mountain  plateau 
is  revealed  also  in  the  rainfall.  That  part  of  the  Rhaetian  high- 
lands nearest  Valais  is  the  dryest,  least  rainy  part  of  Switzerland 
Within  ttiis  high  lying  region  the  Upper  Engadine  is  especially 
privileged  on  account  of  its  lakes,  whidi,  in  spite  of  the  great 
elevation,  help  considerably  to  make  the  winter  mUder. 

In  the  Upper  Rhine  Valley  we  find,  at  an  altiiode  of  1640 
at  Chur,  for  example,  the  same  climatic  conditions  as  on  the  mild 
eastern  borders  of  fiie  Jnra  820  feet  lower.  Like  Valais,  the  Rhine 
Valley  is  free  from  fogs  and  clouds.  (Dr.  Loetsehen) 

In  numbgr  and  importance  the  Summer  Resorts  take  first 
place.  They  vaiy  greatly  in  altitude.  The  pure  mountain 
air  has  an  invigorating  effect  upon  the  constitution,  and 
the  well  wooded  nature  of  the  country  makes  it  particularly 
pleasant  for  summer  holidays.  Some  places  are  especially 
suitable  for  a  spring  or  autumn  visit,  and  as  intermediate 
stations  for  the  more  highly  situated  health-resorts,  while 
again  in  winter  the  mountain  resorts  come  to  the  fore. 

The  curative  qualities  of  the  climate,  ttie  influence  of 
the  fragrant  alpine  air,  and  the  powerful  sunshine,  are 
very  beneficial  to  the  system,  and  are  supplemented  by  the 
mineral  springs,  in  which  the  Grisons  are  ridier  than  any 
other  canton  of  Switzerland. 

The  large  number  of  tourists  who  visit  Graubiinden 
will  find  abundance  of  mountaineering.  But  the  Canton 
has  earned  its  greatest  reputation  as  the  classical  land  of 
winter  sports.  The  capability  of  the  Rhaetian  Railway  is 
never  put  to  a  severer  test,  and  is  also  never  more  grate- 


fully  acknowledged,  than  when  in  winter  it  deals  with  tiie 
traffic  to  ttie  beautiful,  sunny,  snow-clad  mountain-valleys, 
when  all  other  highways  and  byways  are  deep  under  snow. 

Historical.   Roads  and  Railways. 

Since  the  times  of  the  Romans,  who  subdued  the  country 
and  whose  military  roads  took  them  from  the  Lake  of 
Como  over  the  Septimer,  the  JuUer  and  the  Splugen  Passes 
to  the  north,  Graubunden,  the  ancient  Rhaetia,  has  been 
of  great  importance  as  affording  a  passage  between  Italy 
and  Germany.  Its  history  is  full  of  countless  feuds,  of 
foreign  attacks,  and  attempts  to  win  its  favour.  We  see 
it,  at  the  same  time,  engaged  in  a  patient,  persevering 
defence  —  sometimes  high-spirited  and  bold,  at  other 
times  cunning  and  subtle  —  of  its  own  freedom. 

The  name  of  Oraubiinden  (Orisons)  originates  from  the  ''Upper 
or  Grey  League^\  which  was  established  in  March,  1424,  between 
the  Abbot  of  Disentis  and  21  communes  of  the  Oberland,  at  Truns, 
"for  the  purpose  of  securing  and  promoting  the  general  welfare". 
Out  of  this  league,  together  with  the  Gotteshausbund  (League  of 
the  Sacred  House),  which  was  entered  into  as  early  as  1396  by  the 
subjects  of  the  bishop  of  Chur,  and  the  Bund  der  Zehn  Gerichte 
(League  of  the  Ten  Jurisdictions),  which  was  founded  at  Davos  in 
1436,  and  comprised  Davos,  the  Prattigan,  Malans,  Maienfeld, 
Beifort,  Churwalden  and  Schanfigg,  arose  the  union  of  the  ''Drd 
Bunde  in  Hohenrhaetien*'  (tiie  Three  Leagues  of  Upper  Rhaetia) 
which  from  1521  we  find  mentioned  in  documents  as  ''EHe  grauen 
Bfinde  in  Rhaetien"  (The  Orey  League  of  Rhaetia),  on  account  of 
the  grey  garments  worn  by  the  men,  and  since  called  the  Orisons 
(Grigionii  Orisonen)  and  in  Romansch  the  "Orisdiuns". 

The  allied  peoples  received  their  first  baptism  of  blood  during 
the  Swabian  war,  i.  e.  in  the  war  against  the  Swabian  League  and 
Austria,  when,  united  with  the  Confederates,  they  gained  honourable 
laurels.  At  the  ensuing  conclusion  of  peace  at  Bale,  Austria  and 
the  Swabian  League  acknowledged  the  Free  Stale  as  such. 

The  Reformation  penetrated  the  northern  valleys  of  the  Biinden 
(the  Leagues)  from  Zurich,  while  the  new  doctrine  was  brought  to 
the  southern  valleys  by  Italians  who  had  been  awakened  by  the 
controversial  writings  of  Luther,  and  persecuted  by  the  Inquisition. 

The  ensuing  period  of  internal  disorder,  oppression,  and 
struggle  for  freedom,  came  to  an  end  when  in  1799  the  people 
decided  by  vote  to  join  the  Swiss  Confederation.  This  came  into 
force  in  the  year  1803. 


The  cause  of  tiiese  numerous  disofders,  but  also  fhe 

source  of  the  country's  riches,  lay  in  its  mountain  passes, 
which  were  a  means  of  intercommunication  for  travellers 
and  for  trade  between  north  and  south.  Until  the  second 
half  of  the  18th  century,  however,  the  traffic  was  confined 
to  the  Roman  mule-tracks,  which  had  only  been  improved 
here  and  there.  Not  until  1782—85  was  the  first  federal 
highway  constructed,  that  from  Chur  to  the  Lichtenstein 
frontier,  the  so  called  "deutsche  Reichsstrasse"  (German 
Imperial  Road). 

Then  came  in  1818  the  St.  Berahard  Road,  which  was 
followed  first  by  the  Spliigen  Road  and  later  on  by  the 
roads  over  the  Julier  and  Maloja.  In  all,  no  fewer  than 
ten  mountain  passes  were  provided  with  roads  built  on 
scientific  principles.  The  network  of  roads  in  the  interior 
entailed  an  expenditure  of  about  20  million  francs,  not 
including  the  free  transfer  of  tiie  land  and  the  supply  of 
raw  material  by  the  communes  —  quite  an  extraordinary 
accomplishment  for  such  a  small  free  state. 

3  Ever  since  the  opening  of  the  first  railways  in  the  thirties 
of  last  century,  there  has  been  no  lack  of  schemes  in  Orau- 
biinden for  securing  to  the  Canton  a  line  of  railway  which 
should  result  in  its  retaining  the  through  traffic  between 
north  and  south;  but,  as  the  St.  Gotthard  Railway,  opened 
in  1882,  succeeded  in  attracting  to  itself  the  through  goods 
traffic,  this  design  was  frustrated. 

There  has  never  been  any  want  of  serious  and  promising 
plaiis  for  extending  the  Swiss  railway  system  into  the 
Rhaetian  Alps,  and  it  has  been  not  so  much  technical  as 
financial  difficulties  that  have  stood  in  the  way  of  their 
realisation.  It  was  only  when  in  1866  the  extension  of  the 
railway  system  inside  tiie  Canton  was  recognised  as  the 
most  necessary  matter,  and  was  taken  up  as  such  by  active 
and  influential  .men,  especially  by  Herr  W.  J.  Holsboer,  a 
member  of  the  Cantonal  Council,  thewelMcnown  promoter 
of  the  health-resort  of  Davos,  that  the  foundation  could  be 
laid  for  a  comprehensive  cantonal  railway  system*

Rhaetian  Railway. 

Apart  from  the  line  between  Rorschach  and  Chur,  which 
runs  through  Orisons  territory,  the  cutting  of  the  first  sod 
of  the  Landqiiart  and  Davos  Railway  marks  the  beginning 
of  railway  construction  in  the  canton,  and  at  the  same  time 
the  birth  of  the  Rhaetian  Railway.  The  construction  of 
the  line  was  begun  in  May,  1888;  on  October  Qth,  1889, 
the  portion  from  Landquart  to  Klosters  was  opened  for 
traffic,  and  on  July  21st,  igQO,  that  from  Klosters  to  Davos. 

The  Landquart  and  Davos  Narrow<^uge  Railway  Cy., 
which  ran  this  line,  acquired  in  1894  some  concessions 
originally  granted  to  others  for  the  construction  of  the 
narrow-^auge  railway  lines  from  Landquart  to  Chur  and 
from  Chur  to  Thusis,  and  immediately  commenced  the 
construction  of  both.  The  work  was  carried  out  so  quickly 
that  by  the  summer  of  1896  the  whole  of  the  line  from 
Landquart  to  Thusis  could  be  opened  for  traffic.  At  the 
same  time  the  Company  adopted  the  name  of  "Rhatische 
Bahn"  and  undertook  the  task  of  developing  the  railway 
lines  of  the  Orisons.  The  offices  and  management  of  the 
company  were  located  at  Chur,  the  capital  of  the  Canton, 

The  next  task  was  the  construction  of  lines  to  the 
Engadine  and  the  Oberland.  With  the  aid  of  the  Con- 
federation, which  granted  a  subvention  to  the  canton  for 
the  establishment  of  narrow-gauge  lines  from  Thusis  to 
St.  Moritz  and  from  Reichenau  to  Uanz^  it  was  possible 
to  take  this  work  in  hand  by  the  year  1898.  On  July  1st, 
1903,  the  whole  of  the  line  from  Thusis  to  Celerina  was 
opened  for  traffic,  and  on  July  10th,  1904,  it  opened  as  far 
as  St.  Moritz.  The  line  from  Reichenau  to  Ilanz  was 
opened  on  June  l^t,  1903. 


This,  however,  by  no  means  brought  the  development 

of  the  railway  to  a  stand-still.  On  July  1st,  1908,  the 
connecting  line  between  Samaden  and  Pontresina  was 
opened  to  traffic;  on  July  l^t,  1909^  that  from  Davos  to 
Filisur.  With  these  Graubiinden  now  possesses  a  network 
of  narrow-gauge  railway  lines  123,7  miles  in  length, 
connecting  the  capital  with  the  more  important  valley 
townships,  and  these  with  each  other. 

This  network  of  railway  is  undergoing  a  further  ex- 
tension by  the  two  branch  lines  commeiu:ed  in  1909,  namely 
the  line  from  Bevers  to  Sdiuls  in  the  Lower  Engadine, 
which  will  bring  the  long  desired  railway  connection  to 
the  great  Upper  Engadine  resorts ;  and  that  from  Ilanz  to 
Disentis,  the  most  important  centre  of  traffic  in  the  Vorder- 
rhein  valley.  Both  lines  are  extremely  important,  not  only 
on  account  of  the  trade  necessities  of  the  valleys  they  serve 
but  also  because  they  pass  through  r^ons  of  pre-«minent 
beauty  of  landscape,  and  consequently  will  be  in  no  respect 
behind  the  older  sections  of  the  line  in  the  power  of  their 
attraction  over  the  traveller  for  pleasure. 

The  continuation  of  the  Albula  line,  which  now  has 
its  terminus  at  St.  Moritz,  via  Maloja  to  Chiavenna,  affording 
connection  with  the  Lake  of  Como  Railway  ;  also  that  of 
the  Lower  Engadine  line  to  the  Austrian  border,  affording 
connection  with  the  Austrian  railway  system,  are  awaiting 
future  realisation. 

Technical,  Altitudes,  Cost  of  Construction. 

General  System. 

When  the  first  line  of  the  Rhaetian  Railway  was  con- 
structed, namely  the  section  from  Landquart  to  Klosters, 
tlie  fact  was  from  the  first  not  lost  sight  of  that  it  was  to 
be  regarded  not  merely  as  a  local  railway,  but  also  as  ttie 
first  instalment  of  an  alpine  railway  to  Italy.  It  was 
consequently  built  in  as  perfect  and  solid  a  manner  as 
possible.  On  account  of  the  cos^  the  standard  gauge  was 


out  of  the  question ;  but  although  the  narrow-gauge  system 
had  to  be  adopted,  it  was  determined  that  the  line  should 
figure  in  the  very  first  rank  of  narrow-gauge  railways. 

The  gauge  decided  on  was  3.2809  feet  (1  metre)  and 
the  line  along  its  whole  course  has  been  constructed  on 
the  ordinary  adhesive  principle,  without  recourse  to  the 
plan,  which  so  obviously  suggests  itself  and  has  been  used 
on  other  lines  of  the  kind,  of  introducing  an  auxiliary  rack- 
rail  in  the  centre.  These  principles  have  since  been  adhered 
to  in  the  further  extension  of  the  railway. 

The  gradient,  after  the  experience  on  the  Davos  portion 
of  the  line  with  the  proportionately  steep  ascent  of  45  »/oo 
had  proved  the  expediency  of  a  reduction,  has  been  always 
made  less  on  the  lines  which  have  been  constructed  later. 

The  artificial  constructions,  especially  the  bridges,  have 
been  built  of  stone  wherever  practicable  on  account  of 
aesthetical  considerations.  Only  in  a  few  cases  has  the 
Rhaetian  railway  been  compelled  to  depart  from  this  prin- 
ciple and  has  chosen  the  less  costly  iron  construction. 

The  locomotives  throughout  the  line  are  driven  by 
steam.  Nevertheless  electric  working  is  provided  for  on  the 
new  tract  of  line  from  Bevers  to  Schuls,  and  the  application 
of  this  method  to  the  whole  system  is  forming  the  subject 
of  close  consideration. 

Landquart  to  Davos. 

As  already  mentioned,  the  steepest  gradient  on  this 
section  amounts  to  45  V^w  the  minimum  radius  of  the  open 
track  being  328  feet 

The  railway  has  to  reach  a  considerable  height.  The 
starting-point,  Landquart  Station,  has  an  altitude  of  1719 
feet,  the  highest  point,  Wolfgang  Station,  5370  feet,  and 
the  terminus  at  Davos  5064  feet  above  sea-level.  Between 
Landquart  and  Kiiblis  the  track  passes  along  the  bed  of 
the  valley,  where  its  steepest  gradient  is  35  •/o«,  and  from 
there  on  45  «/oo.  Above  Klosters  a  loop-tunnel  1008  feet 
long  was  necessary  in  order  to  grapple  with  the  ascent. 


Altogether  there  are  three  tunnels  comprising  a  total  length 
of  2128  feet 

The  line  is  31  miles  long,  and  the  cost,  including  the 
subventions  which  were  contributed  by  the  communities, 
partiy  in  cash  and  partiy  by  furnishing  the  necessaiy  wood 
gratuitously,  amounted  in  round  figures  to  £340,000,  or 

£5832  per  kilometre. 

Davos  to  Filisur. 

The  maximum  gradient  on  this  line  was  not  able  to 
be  taken  at  less  than  357m  order  to  attain  during  the 
course  of  the  stretch  of  line,  which  in  round  numbers  is  only 
12  miles  long,  the  considerable  difference  in  altitude  between 
Davos  (Survey  height  5064  feet)  and  Filisur  (3555  feet). 
The  minimum  radius  of  tiie  curves  amounts  to  395  feet. 

This  section  of  line  has  15  tunnels,  with  a  collective 
length  of  13,800  feet  The  most  prominent  engineering  con- 
stmction  of  tiie  line  is  the  stone  Wiesen  Viaduct  600  feet 
long,  with  6  openings  each  66  feet  wide  and  a  central 
parabolic  arch  of  180  feet  span  which  strides  across  the 
Landwasser  valley  at  a  height  of  289  feet 

The  cost  of  building  amounted  to  £217600  or  £11453 
per  kilometre.  The  substructure  aloue  cost  £153600,  or 
£8084  per  kUometi%. 

Landquart  to  Thusis. 

This  line  is  25.6  miles  in  length.  The  minimum  radius 
here  is  also  328  feet,  as  on  the  line  from  Landquart  to 

Davos. 

The  steepest  gradient  is  not  more  than  257,,.  The 
total  cost  amounted  to  £280,000,  or  in  round  figures 

£6,800  per  kilometre. 

The  Albula  Railway.  Thusis  to  St  iVloritz. 

This  line  is  38.34  miles  long.  The  steepest  gradient 
between  Thusis  and  Filisur  is  25  7oo,  between  Filisur  and 
Bevers  357oo,  and  between  Bevers  and  StMoritz  207oo. 


The  altitude  of  the  railway  at  Thusis  is  2302  feet,  at 
Filisur  3555  feet,  at  Bergun  4524  feet,  at  Preda  5892  feet, 
at  Spinas  5890  feet,  at  Bevers  5633  feet,  at  Saniaden  5620 
feet  and  at  St.  Moritz  5844  feet  above  sea-level.  The 
highest  point,  5998  feet,  is  in  the  Albula  tunnel. 

The  smallest  radius  of  the  curves  on  this  line  is  395  feet; 
only  in  very  few  cases  has  it  fallen  as  low  as  328  feet. 

The  nature  of  the  mountains  traversed  is  such  that  the 
number  and  length  of  the  tunnels  and  viaducts  on  this  hne 
are  abnormally  great.  Besides  the  Albula  tunnel,  there 
are  38  smaller  tunnels,  the  total  length  of  which  is  33,350 
feet,  of  which  all  but  7892  feet  bad  to  be  lined  with 
masonry. 

At  Thusis  the  Hinter-Rhein  is  spanned  by  an  iron  con- 
struction 263  feet  in  length.  Besides  this,  there  are  in  the 
Engadine  three  smaller  iron  bridges.  All  the  other  con- 
structions of  this  kind,  some  of  which  are  as  much  as  138 
feet  in  length,  are  of  arched  masonry. 

The  Albula  Tunnel  (19,242  feet  in  length). 

The  Albula  Tunnel  is,  up  to  now,  the  longest  tunnel  ever 
built  on  a  narrow-gauge  railway.  Its  construction  was 
attended  with  enormous  difficulties,  the  greatest  of  which 
was  the  sudden  tapping  of  powerful  springs  of  cold  water 
in  soft  stone  and  dolomite  sand.  The  efforts  to  overcome 
these  difficulties  were  extremely  toilsome,  and  caused  an 
interruption  of  fifteen  months  in  the  progress  of  the  work  on 
the  northern  side. 

After  these  dangerous  places  had  been  succesfuUy  coped 
with,  it  was  possible  to  proceed  with  the  machine-boring 
in  the  granite,  three  of  Brandt's  rock-drills  being  kept  at 
work  simultaneously  at  either  end.  An  average  daily  pro- 
gress of  190.3  feet  was  made,  and  by  April,  1902,  the 
progress  made  with  the  adit  on  the  north  side  was  gradually 
increased  to  239  feet,  which  rate  of  progress  as  a  month's 
average  through  solid  rock  had  probably  never  been  reached 
before. 


The  work  was  commenced  in  October,  1898,  and  on 
May,  29th,  1902,  the  tunnel  was  pierced.  The  greatest 
feat  was  accomplished  in  the  year  1902,  when  fully  half 
of  the  tunnel,  a  length  of  nearly  9840  feet,  was  finished, 
an  accomplishment  which  equals  the  average  rate  of  pro- 
gress from  1899  to  1902  in  the  Simplon  tunnel.  A  length 
of  1909  m.  (6261  feet)  remains  unlined. 

The  temperature  in  the  heading  before  the  piercing 
was  14-15«  Centigrade.  The  water-temperature  of  the 
main  springs  is  6",  that  of  the  springs  in  granite  8—W 
Centigrade. 

The  up-gradient  from  Preda  to  the  middle  is  lOVwn 
the  down-gradient  towards  Spinas  2%o- 

Cost  of  the  Albula  Railway. 
The  cost  of  the  Albula  Railway,  inclusive  of  rolling- 
stock,  amounts  to  25  millions  francs  (£  1,000,000),  or  403,000 
francs  per  kUometre  (£16,100).  The  rolling-stock  on  this 
line  cost  2  million  francs  (£80,000)  or  32,000  francs  (£  1280) 
per  kilometre. 

The  substructure  alone  cost :  without  the  Albula  tunnel 
£440,000,  or  £7060  per  kilometre ;  the  Albula  tunnel  alone 
£282,800,  or  £48  per  metre;  with  the  Albula  tunnel  £733,800, 
or  £11,640  per  kilometre.  The  small  tunnels  cost  on  an 
average  400  francs  per  lineal  metre  (3.29  feet). 

Bevers  to  Schuls. 

On  this  line,  which  has  a  total  length  of  31  miles, 
the  maximum  gradient  is  planned  for  25  ''/oe*  The  minimum 
radius  of  the  curves  is  526  feet. 

The  cost  of  building,  without  the  plant  for  the  electric 
working,  will  amount  to  £680,000,  or  £13.600  per  kilometre. 
The  substructure  alone  will  cost  £426,400,  or  £8528  per 
kilometre. 

Reichenau  to  Ilanz. 

This  line  is  12  miles  long,  its  steepest  gradient  being 
10°/oo»  and  the  minimum  radius  of  its  curves  393.7  feet. 


It  extends  along  the  bed  of  the  Vorder- Rhine  Valley^ 
where  the  river  has  eaten  its  way  deep  into  the  prehistoric 
Flims  landslip.  The  precipitous  sides  of  this  valley  do 
not  consist  of  rock,  but  of  the  rubble  and  debris  of  the 
landslip,  from  whidi,  in  spring,  stones  often  fall.  The 
railway  had  to  be  protected  from  this,  partly  by  forming 
a  space  between  it  and  the  declivity  for  the  stones  to  fall 
into,  and  partly  by  building  the  permanent  way  into  the 
bed  of  the  Rhine,  which  at  this  point  is  very  broad.  The 
great  dykes  necessary  here,  formed  the  most  important 
work  on  this  line. 

At  three  places  tunnels  of  a  total  length  of  2^.5  feet 
were  constructed. 

The  cost  of  this  railway,  exclusive  of  rolling  stodk,  was 
in  round  figures  4.4  million  francs  (£176,000),  or  231,000 
francs  (£9264)  per  kilometre. 

Ilanz  to  Disentis. 

This  section  of  line  will  be  18,4  miles  long,  its  maximum 

gradient  27  ^/^,  and  the  minimum  radius  of  its  curves 
395  feet 

The  cost  of  construction  will  be  £240,000,  or  £8108 
per  kilometre,  of  which  the  substructure  alone  will  amount 
to  £137,280,  or  £4638  per  kilometre. 

The  Rolling  Stock. 

The  Rhaetian  Railway  possesses,  according  to  the 
position  on  the  1st  of  July,  1909,  more  than  45  locomo- 
tives, 154  passenger  carriages,  24  luggage  vans,  405  goods 
trucks,  and  1  break-down  van  with  the  necessary  appliances 
for  use  in  case  of  accidents.  12  Federal  mail  vans  also 
run  on  this  line.  Of  the  locomotives  16  are  tank-engines 
with  3  coupled  axles  and  one  trailing  axle,  with  a  running 
weight  of  29.5  to  31.5  tons  (illustration  page  6);  12  duplex 
compound  tank-locomotives.  Mallet  system,  with  a  running 
weight  of  36.9  to  43.6  tons  (illustrations  pages  20  and  46); 
6  two-cylinder  compound  locomotives  with  4  coupled 


axles,  one  trailing  axle,  and  tender;  11  two-cylinder  super- 
heated steam  twin-locomotives  with  4  coupled  axles,  one 
trailing  axle,  and  tender,  with  a  running  weight  of  47  tons 

(illustration  page  103). 

The  passenger  carriages  are  all  provided  with  lavatories, 
and  lighted  by  eledricity,  which  is  svritched  on  for  the  many 
tunnels  on  the  Albula  line. 

Saloon  carriages  and  cars  specially  constructed  to  afford 
good  views  (for  first-class  passengers,  without  extra  fee) 
run  on  the  principal  express  trains  regularly  during  the 
summer  season.  There  is  also  a  first-class  sleeping  and 
saloon  car,  for  the  use  of  which  there  is  a  special  tariff. 
(See  page  21.) 

Traffic  Arrangements. 

With  the  exception  of  the  trains  on  the  Oberland  line 
in  winter  and  a  few  early  and  late  ones  on  the  other 
sections,  all  trains  are  run  with  first  as  well  as  second 
and  third  class  compartments.  In  summer  and  during  a 
part  of  virtnter  a  first-dass  express  train  with  saloon 
carriages  runs  in  connection  with  the  Engadine  Express 
from  Calais. 

All  railway  officials  who  come  in  contact  with  the 
travelling  public,  speak  two  languages  —  German,  and 
either  French  or  English.  Some  of  the  offidals  also 
speak  Italian. 

Foreign  money  is  accepted  at  the  booking  offices  and 
on  the  trains  of  the  Rhaetian  Railway  at  a  fixed  rate  of 
exchange. 

Connections  with  other  Lines  and  with 
Diligence  Routes. 

The  chief  approach  Une  to  the  Rhaetian  Railway  is  the 
Sargans,  Ragaz,  Landquart  and  Chur  branch  of  the  Federal 
Railways.  Sargans  is  the  junction  for  tiie  following  lines: 


Olten  and  Bale-Zurich-Wadenswil(Arth-Gokiau)-Weesen 
(Olaras)-Landquart-Chur,  for  travellers  coining  from  Western 

Switzerland,  Baden,  Alsace,  France  and  England; 

St.  Gall- Rorschach -Buchs-Landquart-Chur,  for  those 
coming  into  Switzerland  via  the  Lake  of  Constance. 

Innsbruck-Arlberg-Buchs-Landquart-Chur,  for  travellers 
from  Austria. 

Moreover,  from  Austria  the  Engadine  post  route  from 
Nauders;  from  Italy  the  Maloja  post  route  from  Chiavenna, 
and  the  Bernina  post  route  from  Tirano;  and,  from  Central- 
Switzerland,  the  Oberalp  post  route  from  Andermatt, 
provide  means  of  communication  with  the  Rhaetian  Railway. 

The  connecting  post  routes  and  other  means  of  communi- 
cation are  noted  in  the  following  pages  under  the  names 
of  the  connecting  stations.  The  trains  of  the  Rhaetian 
Railway  in  direct  connection  with  the  Federal  Railway 
trains  from  Sargans  wait  15  minutes  at  Landquart  and 
Chur;  and  the  trains  of  the  Federal  Railway  also  wait 
15  minutes  for  all  direct  connections  on  the  Rhaetian  Railway.

booking  office. 

The  ordinaiy  return  tickets  are  available  for  10  days. 

Sunday  tickets  for  any  distance  up  to 

75  kilometres  are  available  for  1  day

The  Sunday  tickets  available  for  1  day  are  only  issued 
on  Sundays,  New  Year's  Day,  Good  Friday,  Easter-

The  Sunday  tickets  available  for  2  days  are  valid  for 
Saturday  and  Sunday  or  Sunday  and  Monday,  and  those 
issued  for  the  forementioned  public  holidays  on  the  holiday 
in  question  and  1  day  before  or  after.

The  sleeping  and  Saloon  car  is  attached  to  the  trains

Abonnements  for  12  Return  Tickets. 

Books  of  24  tickets  are  issued  at  all  stations  for  use 
on  the  Rhaetian  Railway  between  any  two  given  stations, 
and  entitle  the  holder  to  12  return  journeys  to  and  from 
the  stations  therein  named.  They  are  available  for  3  months 
and  are  20  "/o  cheaper  than  12  ordinary  return  tickets.  These 
tickets  are  issued  at  half  price  for  children  between  the 
ages  of  4  and  12  years. 

They  must  be  ordered  at  least  2  days  in  advance  at  the 
station  from  whidi  the  ticket  is  available.

B.  Luggage  and  Express  Goods  Transport, 

Luggage  weighing  more  than  10  kilogrammes  (22.05 
English  pounds),  or  which  is  too  bulky  to  be  put  on  the 
racks  in  the  carriages,  must  on  no  account  be  taken 
as  hand-luggage,  but  must  be  registered  as  passenger's 
luggage.  Each  passenger  is  allowed  to  take  a  pair  of  ski 
or  a  toboggan,  free  of  charge.  These  articles  are  carried 
in  the  luggage-van  unregistered.  The  Railway  Company 
will  nor  hold  itself  responsible  for  loss,  damage  or  mistakes. 
For  bobsleighs  there  are  special  cheap  rates  and  other 
facilities  both  for  single  journeys  as  well  as  in  abonnement. 
Full  particulars  may  be  obtained  at  the  stations. 


Description  of  the  Railway  Lines 


The  following  description  of  the  various  lines  is  intended  to 
enable  the  traveller  to  become  better  acquainted  with  ttie  country 

through  which  he  is  passing,  and  at  the  same  time  to  afford  him 
a  handy  source  of  reference  to  all  information  he  may  require  during 
the  journey  and  at  any  station  as  to  fares,  connections,  etc. 

The  kilometre  indications  over  the  names  of  the  stations  and  on 
structures  along  the  line  show  the  distance  from  Landquart  and 
agree  with  the  kilometre  pasts  along  the  right  side  of  the  trade  as 
tfie  train  goes  up  the  valley.

These  are  placed  at  the  beginning  of  each 
curve  and  indicate  its  radius,  and  sometimes 
give  also  the  height  of  the  outer  rail  above 
tiie  inner  in  millimetres. 

These  are  placed  along  the  right  hand 
side  of  the  track  going  upward,  and 
indicate  the  varying  gradient  (in  ttiis 
case  a  gradient  of  45Voo  following  a 
horizontal  piece  of  line). 
When  giving,  in  the  following  description  of  the  railway,  the 
distance  between  the  first  and  last  station  of  the  various  sections 
of  the  line,  fractions  have  been  counted  as  whole  numbers. 

The  altitude  indicated  for  each  station  shows  the  height  of  the 
sleepers  above  sea-level.  These  figures  will  also  be  seen  on  the 
stations  themselves. 

At  the  entrance  of  each  tunnel,  on  the  passenger's  right-hand 
side  as  he  faces  the  direction  in  which  the  train  is  travelling,  is  a 
sign -board  giving  its  name  and  length;  these  can  be  easily  read 
as  the  train  travels  at  moderate  speed  up  the  gradients.  During 
the  uphill  journey  through  the  tunnels  passengers  are  requested  to 
keep  the  windows  closed. 
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Landquart  to  Davos  (and  Filisur) 


The  journey  from  Landquart  to  Klosters  takes  about  P/4  hours, 
and  to  Davos-Platz  about  2V2  hours.  From  Davos  to  Filisur  about 

3/4  hour.  The  speed  of  the  trains  between  Landquart  and  Kiiblis 
is  28  to  40  kilometres  (17.4  to  24.8  miles)  an  hour,  from  Kiiblis  to 
Klosters  19  to  30  (11.8  to  18.6  miles),  and  from  Klosters  to  Davos 
and  Filisur  23  to  30  (14.3  to  18.6  miles).  The  first  figures  give  the 
average  normal  speed;  the  second  the  highest  speed  permitted.

0.1  kmtrs.  Landquart  is  the  junction  on  tfie  Federal  Railway 

Landquart  Bridge   for  the  Davos,  Chur,  Engadine  and  Bundner  Ober- 

land  brandies  of  the  Rhaetian  Railway. 

The  booking  and  luggage  offices  are  in  tiie 
Federal  Railway  station.  The  departure  platform  for 
the  trains  of  the  Rhaetian  Railway  is  in  front  of  the 
Hotel  Landquart,  and  is  connected  with  the  first- 
named  station  by  a  covered  way. 

The  station  affords  a  magnificent  all-round  view 
of  the  mountains  which  encircle  the  broad  valley  of 
the  Rhine.  In  the  south-east  we  see  the  summits  lying 
towards  Chur:  Cyprianspitz  (5833  feet),  Hochwang 
(8317  feet)  and  Montalin  (7435  feet).  To  the  south 
the  view  is  bounded  by  the  massive  Statzerhom 
(8461  feet);  on  the  west  by  the  mighty  Calanda 
(9213  feet),  in  front  of  which  is  Piz  Alun  (4862  feet), 
with  the  vills^e  of  Mastrils,  immediately  opposite 
Landquart.  Towards  the  north  the  Gonzen  (6014  feet), 
with  the  smaller  SchoUkopf,  and  above  it  the  Aivier 
(7553  feet),  from  which  splendid  views  are  to  be 
obtained,  force  themselves  in  between  the  Seeztal 
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and  the  Rheintal.  Above  the  first-named  gleam  the 

peaks  of  the  Churfirsten  (7576  feet)  and  above  the 
last-named  the  Altmann  (7999  feet),  in  Appenzell. 
In  the  north  rises  the  Falknis  (8420  feet),  to  its  left 
the  smaller  Flascherberg  (3734  feet),  between  which 
the  Luziensteig,  formerly  a  fortified  pass,  leads  to 
Lichtenstein.  On  the  right  is  seen  the  narrow  gorge 
(the  Klus)  from  which  the  river  Landquart  emerges 
and,  sweeping  in  a  wide  curve  eastwards,  flows 
rapidly  towards  the  railway.  To  the  right  are  seen, 
south  of  the  Klus,  the  villages  of  Igis  and  Zizers 
(see  page  48),  lying  amid  orchards  and  vineyards  at 
the  foot  of  the  Valzeina  Mountains.  To  the  left  of 
Igis  stands  Marschlins  Castle  with  its  four  towers, 
2.1  kmtrs.  said  to  date  from  the  time  of  Pipin,  A.  D.  750. 

Mftla.nS  Davos-Platz  48  kmtrs. 

539.4  mtrs.  Malans  has  an  idyllic  situation  on  a  sunny 
slope  to  the  left  of  the  railway.  It  belongs  to  the 
so  called  "Herrschaft"  part  of  the  Rhine  Valley, 
which  stretches  along  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine 
from  the  frontier  of  the  canton  as  far  as  Landquart 
and  the  defile  of  the  Klus.  Here  "wird  der  gold- 
gelbe  rhatische  Reinwein  von  der  Sonne  —  *kom- 
pleter'  —  ausgekocht"  (Scheffel).*  Near  Malans, 
in  Bothmer  Castle,  the  well  known  poet,  Johann 
Gaudenz  von  Salis-Seewis,  lived  and  died  (1834). 

Above  the  village  rises  the  green  Piz  Vilan 
(7802  feet),  to  the  left  of  it  the  barren  Gyrenspitze 
and  the  Falknis;  further  to  the  left,  at  some  eleva- 
tion, are  the  Klingenhorn  ruins.  The  village  out  in 
5  kmirs.  the  valley  is  Jenins,

*     Felsenbach  station  is  situated  at  the  entrance  of 
the  Klus  on  an  embankment  projecting  into  the  river. 


•  "Here  the  sun  ripens  the  golden  ydlow  Rhenish  wine  of 
Rhae&i,  known  as  flie  'complete'." 
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In  the  Klus  the  permanent  way  was  regained  from 
the  bed  of  the  river  Landquart,  whidi  formerly  caused 

much  devastation  here  but  has  now  been  embanked. 
Bulwarics  made  of  stone  £md  wood  protect  the  line 
from  the  blocks  of  ice  and  the  stones  which  fall 
from  the  precipice  in  spring.  On  the  left,  under  an 
overiian^ng  rock  above  the  rubble  slope,  are  the 
ruins  of  the  stronghold  of  Fragstein,  which  was 
built  in  the  early  middle  ages  for  the  protection  of 
the  defile. 

After  a  short  journey  the  gorge  opens  out,  and 

here  begins  the  Prattigau,  the  most  northerly  valley 
of  the  Grisons.  This  valley,  rich  in  forests,  meadows 
and  ordiards,  sh^tches  in  a  south-easterly  direction 
to  the  glaciers  of  the  Silvretta  group,  and  is  bounded 
on  the  north  by  the  Rhatikon  chain,  with  the  Scesa- 
pkuta  (9741  feet)  as  the  highest  elevation  towards 
the  Moniafon  Valley,  which  belongs  to  the  Vorarlberg.

Seewis  and  Valzeina  to  oavos-piatz  44  kmtrs. 

596.4  mtrs.  The  village  of  Seewis  (3149  feet)  lies  in  a  shel- 
tered position  at  the  foot  of  the  Scesaplana  (9741 
feet).  It  has  a  mild  climate  and  is  especially  a 
spring  and  autumn  health-resort  It  is  the  birthplace 
of  the  poet  J.  G.  von  Salis. 

Small  carriage  road  to  the  hamlet  of.  Vaixeina  (3839  feet, 
Kurhaus  4140  feet),  3  miles. 

Post  carriage  from  the  station  to  the  village*  2  miles. 

Three-quarters  of  an  hour  from  Seewis  is  tiie  litUe  hedtt- 
resort  of  Fadira  (3478  feet). 

To  the  right  the  Schrankenbach  is  seen  streaming 
V  ^^^'\  u  forth  from  the  Valzeina  valley,  and  to  the  left  the 
Bridge  houses  of  the  hamlet  of  Pardisla,  below  Seewis, 

straggle  up  the  hillside.  Further  away  in  the  same 
direction,  on  the  other  side  of  the  adjoining  valley, 
are  the  ruins  of  Solavers,  and  the  churdi  of  Fanas, 
on  the  summit  of  a  bare  rock  separated  from  the 
mountain  by  the  wild  Schmitteobach.

To  the  left,  high  up  on  the 
precipice,  is  the  hamlet  of  Putz,  with  the  ruins  of 
the  old  stronghold  of  Castels.  To  the  right,  above 
the  mouth  of  the  Arieschbach,  the  Strahlegg  ruins. 
The  view  into  the  valley  on  the  right,  with  the 
bridge,  is  very  beautiful.  On  coming  out  of  the 
goi^e  the  railway  again  passes  to  the  right  bank  of 
the  Landquart.  On  the  right  the  road  crosses  the 
river  by  means  of  a  wooden  bridge.  Near  the  hamlet 
of  Dalvazza  the  wild  Schanielabach,  over  which  the 
railway  passes,  flows  out  of  the  valley  to  the  left. 

To  Davos-Platz  29  kmtrs. 

Kiiblis,  the  most  important  village  in  the  middle 
Prattigau,  lies  five  minutes  eastward  from  the  station, 
at  the  entrance  of  the  St.  Antonien  Valley  and  its 
two  side-valleys  of  Partnun  and  Gafien.

Imme- 
diately beyond  Fideris  the  valley  narrows  down  again 
to  a  magnificent,  wooded,  rocky  gorge,  at  some  parts 
of  which  the  river  had  to  be  diverted  to  gain  room 
for  the  railway  line.  To  the  left,  high  up  on  the 
precipice,  is  the  hamlet  of  Putz,  with  the  ruins  of 
the  old  stronghold  of  Castels.  To  the  right,  above 
the  mouth  of  the  Arieschbach,  the  Strahlegg  ruins. 
The  view  into  the  valley  on  the  right,  with  the 
bridge,  is  very  beautiful.  On  coming  out  of  the 
gorge  the  railway  again  passes  to  the  right  bank  of 
the  Landquart.  On  the  right  the  road  crosses  the 
river  by  means  of  a  wooden  bridge.  Near  the  hamlet 
of  Dalvazza  the  wild  Schanielabach,  over  which  the 
railway  passes,  flows  out  of  the  valley  to  the  left.

Immediately  beyond  Kiibiis  the  railway,  as  well 
as  the  road,  which  up  till  now  have  followed  the 
course  of  the  Landquart,  begin  to  mount  more  ab- 
ruptly, and  soon  arrive  at  a  considerable  height 
above  the  bed  of  the  valley.  To  the  left  rise  the 
bare  precipices  of  the  Saas  Calanda  (8428  feet). 
High  up  to  the  right  are  seen  the  church  and 
houses  of  the  village  of  Confers,  beautifully  situated 
on  undulating  land,  above  which  rises  the  summit 
of  the  Casanna  (8405  feet).  In  the  foreground  emerges 
a  part  of  the  Silvrettagroup,  tc^ether  with  several 
peaks  situated  in  front  of  it;  to  the  left  the  Canard- 
horn  (8566  feet)  and  the  Weisshorn  (9295  feet); 
behind  them  one  of  the  Verstankla  peaks  (9869  feet) 
and  the  Roggenhom  (9505  feet);  in  the  background, 
to  the  right  of  the  Weisshorn,  the  Plattenhomer 
(10587  feet);  then,  nearer  to  the  right,  the  Lawinen- 
zughorn  (8110  feet)  and  the  higher,  elongated  con- 
tinuation of  the  same,  the  Oatschiefer  (8770  feet). 

On  the  mountain  slopes  to  the  left  stands  the 
characteristic  white  church  tower  of  Saas,  the  style  of 
which  is  reminiscent  of  the  towers  in  the  Engadine. 
To  the  right  we  get  a  succession  of  beautiful  views 
across  the  valley,  and  of  the  streams  running  into 
it.  The  small  ravines  in  the  side  of  the  valley  are 
spanned  by  several  bridges. 

To  Davos-PIatz  26  kmtrs. 

From  Saas  station  the  pointed,  snow-covered  Piz 
Linard  (11201  feet)  is  seen  among  the  summits  in 
the  foreground,  by  the  side  of  the  Plattenhomer. 

After  passing  the  first  bridge  beyond  Saas  one 
catches  sight  of  the  church  tower  at  Klosters.  Be- 
neath us,  to  the  right,  and  above  the  Landquart,  we 
see  the  village  Semens.  The  Hexentobel  and  the 
Reutlandtobel,  two  ravines  to  the  left,  are  crossed 
by  fine  viaducts.

village  of  Serneus  and  to  the  Semeus  Sulphur  Baths, 
the  latter  in  a  quiet,  sheltered  situation  close  to  the 
Landquart.  To  the  left  is  the  hamlet  of  Mezzaselva, 
visited  as  a  small  summer  resort. 

Almost  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  ridge  running 
Orabenstutz  bridge  eastward  from  the  Casannaspitz,  can  be  seen  in  the 

distance  (more  distinctly  with  field-glasses)  a  curiously 
shaped  rock  called  "Das  Mannli".  From  a  distance 
it  resembles  a  man  carrying  a  bundle  of  hay  on 
his  back,  and  is  the  subject  of  a  local  legend.  Just 
beyond  Serneus  station  is  the  viaduct  over  the  Saaser- 
alpbach which,  coming  from  the  gorge  on  the  left, 
forms  a  roaring  waterfall.  The  railway  approaches 
it  along  a  steep  stone  embankment  high  above  the 
valley  bottom.  To  the  right,  the  Klosters  Valley,  of 
which  a  good  view  is  now  to  be  obtained,  makes 
an  extremely  pretty  pichire.  A  viaduct  spans  the 
Schlappinbach,  which  flows  out  of  the  Schlappintal. 
Close  to  the  raUway,  on  the  left,  stands  an  old 
water-mill  with  its  wheeL

^Uriel'viaclnct     down  the  Prattigau  Valley  is  very  charming. 

Kiosters  is  the  principal  station  on  this  section. 
After  the  engine  has  been  turned,  the  train  crosses 
to  the  southern  (left)  side  of  the  Landquart  by  an 
iron  bridge  and  proceeds  first  of  all  in  the  opposite 
direction  (i.  e.,  towards  the  lower  end  of  the  valley, 
but  nevertheless  with  a  continual  ascent  up  the 
mountain-side  of  45  gradient).  In  order  to  reach 
the  high-lying  pass  between  Kiosters  and  Davos, 
the  railway  has  to  make  a  great  sweep.  The  old 
post  road,  however,  leads  fairly  straight  up  to  the 
pass,  which  opens  out  towards  Davos  and  cannot 
at  once  be  seen  from  Kiosters,  because  only  the 
Landquart  valley  in  the  direction  of-  the  Sardasca 
Valley  seems  to  afford  a  way.  On  this  part  of  the 
journey  there  is  truly  splendid  scenery.  The  line 
proceeds  among  the  mighty  pines  and  beeches  of 
the  Riitiwald  as  far  as  the  Drostobel.  The  view  to 
the  right  embraces  that  part  of  the  Prattigau  shortly 
before  traversed,  with  the  Madrisahorn  and  Saaser 
Calanda  rising  continually  higher  above  it,  and  is 
well  worth  attention.  To  the  left  again  are  seen  the 
Piz  Vilan  and  the  Falkniskette,  as  well  as,  to  the 
extreme  left,  the  Furnaberg,  above  Scbiers.  In  a  gap 
between  them  rises  a  part  of  the  Churfirsten.  The 
railway  turns  bade  again  by  means  of  the  Cavadiirli 
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spiral  tunnel,  and  mounts  in  a  south-easterly  direction 
through  the  Zugwald  up  to  the  Kiosters  Stiitz.  The 
view  is  now  on  the  left  hand  side.  Almost  the 
whole  length  of  the  Sardasca  valley,  with  the  Sil- 
vretta Glacier  above  it,  is  now  visible.  Upon  the 
opposite  side  of  the  valfey,  to  the  left  of  the  Schlap- 
piner  Joch,  the  Madrisahorn  and  the  Bemethom 
(7812  feet)  are  again  to  be  seen;  to  the  right  of 
them  the  Aelpdtispitz  (8826  feet),  the  SchUt  (9482 
feet),  the  three-pointed  Fergenhom  (9410  feet)  and 
the  Sonnenruck  (9318  feet).  Especially  fascinating 
from  this  point,  however,  is  the  view  of  the  glader- 
decked  Silvretta  group,  the  summits  of  which,  as  seen 
from  left  to  right  in  the  space  between  the  Sonnen- 
ruck and  the  Canardhom  (to  the  right),  are  named 
Schattenspitz,  Rotfluh,  Silvrettahom  (10656  feet),  Egg- 
horn,  Signalhorn  (10521  feet)  and  Piz  Buin  (10916 
feet),  the  latter  rismg  above  the  level  of  the  glader. 
In  the  bed  of  the  valley  lies  the  hamlet  of  Mom- 
biel.  At  the  Kohlries  viaduct  the  line  again  passes 
above  Kiosters,  but  at  a  considerable  height.  We 
look  down  upon  the  valley  with  the  Laret  stream, 
upon  Kiosters  and  the  hamlets  belonging  to  it,  Self- 
ranga  and  Auje.  Above  the  dearing  in  the  wood 
at  Riedloch  the  line  agam  makes  a  short  turn  and 
then  enters  Laret  station.  Shortly  before,  to  the  left, 
opens  out  the  Monchalptal,  above  which  the  Pischa- 
hom  (9784  feet)  appears.

houses  "Schwarzsee"  and  *'Waldhaus".  To  the  right 
of  the  Monchalptal  stands  the  Hornli  (8032  feet)  and 
the  Seehom  (7356  feet).  The  line  now  turns  round 
into  the  small  circular  valley  of  Upper  Laret,  where 
there  is  always  a  great  abundance  of  snow  in 
winter.  To  the  right  is  the  alpine  pasture  of  Parsenn, 
a  much  frequented  ski-ing  district,  with  Club  Hut, 
43  5  kmtrs  barren  Todtalp  (8320  feet). 

Wolfgang  To  Davos- Platz  7  kmtrs. 

1633.3  mtrs.  At  Wolfgang  the  railway  reaches  its  highest 
point.  The  railway  now  descends  again  steadily,  the 
gradient  being  20 — 25^/^  and  passes  through  the 
Hdhwald,  a  wood  of  larches  and  cembra-pines.  Soon 
after  leaving  Wolfgang,  there  is  a  view  of  the  Davos 
Lake  through  the  trees  to  the  right,  and  shortly  the 
whole  valley  opens  out,  with  Piz  Michel  (10,377  feet) 
and  the  Tinzenhorn  (10,430  feet)  at  its  end.  The 
view  is  extremely  attractive.  To  the  right  tower  up 
the  Salezerhom  (8333  feet)  and  the  grey  limestone 
precipice  of  the  Schiahom  (8901  feet);  to  the  left 
the  Seehorn.  The  train  now  approaches  the  Lake  of 
DavoSy  along  the  east  shore  of  which  the  railway 
runs,  first  high  above  the  level  of  the  water,  then 
gradually  descending  towards  it.  To  the  right,  just 
above  the  lake,  is  the  German  Sanatorium.  Shortly 
before  Davos-Dorf  is  reached,  we  see  on  the  left 
the  entrance  to  the  Fluela  valley,  pass  route  to  the 
Engadine.  Our  view  of  the  valley  is  closed  by  the 
Weisshom  (10,131  feet).  The  wider  parallel  valley  a 
little  further  on  is  the  Dischmatal,  with  the  beautiful, 
glacier-decked  Piz  Vadret  (10,584  feet),  the  Scaletta

The 
view  is  extremely  attractive.  To  the  right  tower  up 
the  Salezerhom  (8333  feet)  and  the  grey  limestone 
precipice  of  the  Schiahorn  (8901  feet);  to  the  left 
the  Seehorn.  The  train  now  approaches  the  Lake  of 
Davos,  along  the  east  shore  of  which  the  railway 
runs,  first  high  above  the  level  of  the  water,  then 
gradually  descending  towards  it.  To  the  right,  just 
above  the  lake,  is  the  German  Sanatorium.  Shortly 
before  Davos-Dorf  is  reached,  we  see  on  the  left 
the  entrance  to  the  Fliiela  valley,  pass  route  to  the 
Engadine.  Our  view  of  the  valley  is  closed  by  the 
Weisshom  (10,131  feet).  The  wider  parallel  valley  a 
little  further  on  is  the  Dischmatal,  with  the  beautiful, 
glacier-decked  Piz  Vadret  (10,584  feet),  the  Scaletta 
47  3  kmtrs  Olacicr,  and  the  Schwarzhom  (10,335  feet)  to  the  left.

It  is  an  old  smelting- 
house  and  in  1848  was  the  last  of  the  mines  on  the 
Silberberg  from  which  lead  ore  was  extracted.  Mon- 
stein itself  lies  at  a  height  of  5328  feet  in  a  sunny 
place  on  the  right  hand  slope  of  the  Monstein  valley. 

Here  commences  the  most  interesting  part  of 
the  stretch  of  line  which  runs  through  the  Ziige,  as 
the  gorge  to  which  the  valley  contracts  is  called. 
The  Ztige  holds  its  own  in  point  of  wild  romantic 
beauty  with  the  most  renowned  natural  features  of 
Graubiinden.  The  road  which  runs  along  it  was 
formerly  used  by  the  post  and  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  of  its  kind.  Even  now  that  the  post  traffic 
is  taken  over  by  the  Rhaetian  Railway  the  road  is 
not  likely  to  be  deserted  as  it  will  always  attract 
the  lover  of  Nature;  especially  as,  owing  to  the 
many  ravines  and  rocky  spurs  which  intersect  the 
ground,  the  railway  had  to  be,  for  the  most  part, 
carried  through  tunnels.  Nevertheless,  the  journey 
by  train  is  of  great  charm.  Between  the  various 
tunnels  surprisingly  fine  views  present  themselves 
of  the  gorge  and  the  Landwasser  roaring  in  the 
depths  below.

The  station  of  Wiesen  lies  in  a  magnificent  large 
rocky  hollow,  to  which  an  effective  background  is 
formed  by  the  Muttnergrat  and  Piz  Curver(9761  feet). 
Directly  after  leaving  the  station  the  railway  crosses 
to  the  left  bank  by  means  of  the  Wiesen  viaduct 
This  immense  bridge,  which  is  one  of  the  largest 
stone  bridges  in  Europe,  carries  the  line  at  a  height 
of  289  feet  above  the  foaming  river.  If,  even  witti 
this  altitude,  it  is  some  three  feet  less  in  height 
than  the  SoUs  bridge  over  the  Albula  (see  page  61), 
neverttieless  it  far  surpasses  this  latter  botti  in  its 
length  of  689  feet  and  in  the  measurements  of  its 
central  arch,  which  has  a  clear  span  of  180  feet 
Built  of  squared  stone,  tills  enormous  ardi  stretehes 
lightly  and  almost  gracefully  across  the  yawning 
gorge.  Unlike  the  round  arches  of  the  SoUs  viaduct, 
which  rest  upon  abutments  in  the  rodcs,  it  is  supported 
by  lofty  piers  of  built  up  masonry  and  is  continued 
towards  Wiesen  by  four,  towards  Filisur  by  two, 
more  arches  each  of  65  feet  span.  The  structure 
itself  fits  in  so  excellently  with  its  natural  surround- 
ings, which  have  suppUed  the  material  for  it,  as 
to  become  part  of  them;  so  that  the  swift  passage 
over  the  bridge  is  able  to  call  up  scarcely  any  other 
impression  than  that  of  its  tremendous  height 

The  valley  here  again  becomes  broader  and  less 
wild,  it  has  extensive  woods  as  well  as  meadows 
dotted  with  Alpine  huts.  Looking  backwards,  on  the 
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right  appears  the  pleasant  village  of  Wiesen  on  an 
elevated  green  terrace.  Looking  forward  is  visible 

on  the  right  the  Spitziggratli  (8786  feet)  showing 
above  the  Tieftobel,  while  down  the  valley  flashes 
up  the  snow-covered  Piz  Beverin  (9849  feet).  The 
pointed  church  tower  of  the  village  of  Schmitten 
(4278  feet)  appears  above  the  slopes  on  the  right, 
then  a  short  glimpse  of  the  Landwasser  viaduct  can 
be  snatched,  and  suddenly  the  whole  of  the  Albula 
valley  opens  out.

The  railway 
now  passes  over  two  great  viaducts,  and  even  before 
the  first  of  these  (the  Schmitten-Tobel  viaduct)  is 
reached,  the  tall  pillars  of  the  second  (the  Landwasser 
viaduct)  are  to  be  seen  on  the  right.  In  front  of  the 
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Schmitten-Tobel  viaduct,  to  the  south-east,  the  splendid 
outline  of  Piz  Albula  (Piz  Uertsch,  10,738  feet)  appears 
for  the  first  time.  The  Schmitten-Tobel  viaduct  is 
449  feet  long,  115  feet  high  and  has  seven  arches 
each  49  feet  wide  across  the  inside  opening.  It  is 
constructed  in  a  curve  of  394  feet  radius.  To  the 
left  one  looks  into  the  wild  broad  Schmitten-Tobel. 
The  line  passes  through  a  short  tunnel  direct  on  to 
the  Landwasser  viaduct,  which  has  an  extraordinarily 
surprising  effect  on  account  of  its  slender,  though 
powerful  stone  piers,  and  its  great  height  (213  feet). 
It  is  426  feet  long  and  consists  of  six  openings,  each 
of  which  is  66  feet  across  (inside  measurement).  Its 
curve  is  also  worthy  of  notice,  the  radius  being 
reduced  to  328  feet,  while  on  the  whole  Albula  stage 
the  narrowest  curve  has  a  radius  of  394  feet  As  a

continuation,  is  in  reality  beyond  the  exit  of  the 
loop  tunnel  below  Qreifenstein,  which  raises  the 
railway  121  feet,  and  forms  so  to  speak  a  higher 
storey.  The  spiral  tunnel  (2290  feet)  is  a  part  of  a 
*  loop  the  total  length  of  which  is  3937  feet  To  the 
left  we  catch  a  momentary  glimpse  of  the  ruins  of 
Greifenstein  close  to  the  line,  and  only  a  little  above 
it;  and  to  the  right,  below  the  railway,  the  entrance 
to  the  spiral  tunnel  we  have  just  passed  through. 
An  optical  illusion  makes  this  part  of  the  line 
appear  to  descend.  Then  the  grandness  of  the 
mountain*world  completely  captivates  our  gaze,  so 
far  as  the  constantly  recurring  tunnels  permit.  The 
line  proceeds  along  the  side  of  a  precipitous  rocl^ 
slope,  at  a  height  of  402  feet  above  the  bed  of  the 
valley  and  the  road  leading  through  it  It  is  protected 
from  falling  rocks  by  means  of  massive  stone  walls. 
Between  tiie  summits  of  the  Piz  d'Aela  group  and 
the  mountains  to  the  east  of  Bergun  one  sees  ever 
and  again  the  sharp  silvery  glittering  snowcapped 
peak  of  Piz  Ot  (10,665  feet)  near  Samaden.  After 
passing  through  the  Cruschetta  tunnel  we  perceive 
deep  down  in  the  valley,  on  the  same  side  of  the 
river,  opposite  a  large  sawmill,  the  remains  of  the 
former  iron-works  of  Bellaluna,  with  the  ruined 
walls  of  an  old  blast*fumace.  These  iron-works,  in 
which  chiefly  iron-ore  from  the  Val  Tish  near  Bergun 
used  to  be  smelted,  have  been  abandoned  since  the 
thirties  of  last  century.  The  line  then  crosses  the 
Stulser  Tobel,  high  above  the  rushing  torrent,  which 
comes  from  the  rugged  Ducan  Pass  (8761  feet),  lying 
towards  the  Sertig  Valley  (Davos).  From  the  first 
Stulzer-Tobel  bridge  we  again  enjoy  a  magnificent 
view  of  the  Lenzerhorn,  and  from  the  railway-track 
we  can  quite  easily  see  away  down  the  Albula  to  the 
Aela  chain,  Piz  Ot  and  the  mountains  to  the  south 
of  Naz,  and  Preda,  in  front  of  the  Albula  tunnel.

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situation,  Bergiin  has  a  very  mild  climate,  which 
makes  it  extremely  suitable  as  an  intermediate 
station  to  and  from  the  Engadine.  It  is  a  centre 
for  a  large  number  of  most  interesting  mountain 
tours,  and  is  much  visited  for  winter  sports. 

Above  the  Bergiinerstein,  looking  out  of  the 

valley  in  the  background  rise  the  Lenzerhorn  (9551  feet), 
Piz  Naira  (9423  feet)  and  the  Arosa  Rothorn  (9803  feet). 
To  the  right  of  the  railway  Piz  Rugnux  (9492  feet); 
between  them  shines  the  glacier-decked  summit  of 
the  Piz  d'Aela  (10,958  feet).  Eastwards  to  the  left, 
above  Val  Tuors,  stands  Piz  da  Darlux  (8675  feet); 
above  Val  Tisch  the  dolomite  Piz  Muot  chain  (Muot 
sureint,  8776  feet),  while  to  the  extreme  south 
Piz  Muglix  (9492  feet),  Palpuogna  (8967  feet) 
belonging  to  the  Albula  chain,  and  Piz  della  Pyramida, 
look  down  upon  us.  A  good  carriage  road  leads 
to  the  hamlet  of  Latsch,  situated  about  IVs  mile  above 
Bergiin,  to  the  north-east.  Above  Bergun  begins  the 
marvellous  development  of  the  line  which  so  soon 
became  world-renowned  on  accoijnt  of  its  loops 
and  spiral  tunnels,  the  construction  of  whidi  was 
necessary  in  order  to  reach  the  altitude  of  Preda. 
The  difference  in  height  between  Bergun  and  Preda 
is  1365  feet,  and  necessitated  a  track  length  of  7Vs 
miles  with  a  gradient  of  35"/oo>  whereas  the  length 
of  the  valley  is  only  4  miles.  The  construction  of 
the  line  here  shows  a  boldness  scarcely  attained 
by  any  other  mountain-railway,  not  excepting  the 
St.  Gotthard  Railway,  although  the  latter,  with  its 
more  solid  permanent  way  for  double  line,  is  more 
massively  built  up. 

The  continual  change  in  the  direction  of  the  journey 
makes  it  very  difficult  for  one  travelling  on  this  line 
for  the  first  time  to  find  his  bearings,  and  the  view, 
too,  is  now  on  the  right,  now  on  the  left.  The 
accompanying  map  renders  it  possible  to  follow  the 


route  accurately.  The  village  of  Latsch,  above  Bergun, 
affords  a  further  means  of  recognising  one's  position ; 
soon  after  leaving  Bergun  it  is  visible  above  to  the  left, 
and  then  again  alternately  to  the  right  and  left,  until 
at  last,  before  Zuondra  spiral  tunnel  is  reached,  it 
finally  disappears.  The  railway  at  this  point  is  ahready 
higher  than  the  village,  which  during  the  journey 
seems  slowly  to  sink  deeper  and  deeper.  Until  the 
siding  at  Muot  is  reached,  Bergun  also  appears  again 
and  again.  Especially  after  the  first  (**Ood")  spiral 
tunnel,  where  the  line  turns  again  towards  Bergiin, 
the  village  is  quite  near.  At  the  end  of  this  loop, 
before  reaching  the  Plaz  tunnel,  we  see  to  the  left 
the  Val  Tuors;  then  the  Tischbach  is  crossed  by 
means  of  a  viaduct  331  feet  long  and  131  feet  high, 
where  the  tip  of  the  Piz  Albula  suddenly  emerges 
to  the  left  above  the  Val  Tisch,  but  immediately 
disappears  again.   After  passing  through  the  short 
Prasiira  tunnel,  one  notices  to  the  right,  above  the 
railway,  which  may  here  be  followed  with  the  eye 
for  some  distance,  constructions  reaching  high  up 
the  rocky  declivity,  built  to  protect  tiie  line  from 
avalanches.   Then  the  view  opens  downwards  into 
the  Albula  valley,  above  which  the  before  mentioned 
peaks  and  mountain  ranges,  seen  from  Bergiin, 
again  appear. 

Muot  station  (5177  feet)  is  really  only  a  siding 
for  shunting,  without  station-building.  Next  comes 
the  first  Albula  viaduct,  which  leads  across  to  the 
mountain  on  the  western  side  into  the  Rugnux 
spiral  tunnel.  The  construction  of  this  tunnel  was 
attended  by  great  difficulties  owing  to  the  bursting-in 
of  cold  water  (4»  C),  which  caused  great  sacrifice 
of  health  and  stirengtii.  On  leaving  tiie  tunnel  tiie 
view  over  the  valley  with  Bergiin  and  Latsch  is  to 
the  lefi  One  sees  again  into  the  Val  Tisch  and  is 
able  to  follow,  not  only  tiiat  part  of  the  line  already 
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passed,  but  also  a  great  deal  of  the  part  that  follows. 
Straight  in  front,  in  the  direction  we  are  travelling, 
lies  the  third  Albula  viaduct,  Immediately  beneath 
it  is  the  entrance  to  the  Toua  Spiral  tunnel,  which 
we  again  see  lying  beneath  us  to  the  right  soon  after 
leaving  it.  Here  the  line  describes  a  wonderful  open 
loop  which  crosses  the  Albula  twice  and  then  enters 
the  Zuondra  spiral  tunnel. 

Although  the  loops  and  turns  are  now  at  an  end, 
the  railway  still  maintains  a  gradient  of  35  •/«,  until 
the  little  valley-basin  of  Preda  is  reached.  First, 
however,  we  pass  the  "Maiensasse"  (Alpine  pasture) 
of  Naz  belonging  to  Bergun,  above  which,  in  the 
valley-opening  on  the  right,  glitter  Rugnux  and  Piz 
d'Aela,  and  on  the  left  Piz  Mulix  (9492  feet). 

Here  the  landscape  is  made  up  entirely  of  the 
austere  beauties  of  the  high-mountain  region.  The 
peaks  rising  on  all  sides  give  the  scene  a  truly  grand 
character.  From  the  left  of  the  railway  by  Naz, 
northwards,  rises  the  dolomite  chain  of  the  Muot- 
sureint  (8776  feet)  as  far  as  the  proud  Piz  Albula 
(10,738  feet),  to  the  east.  Towards  Preda  appear  the 
two  peaks  of  the  Piz  Giumels  (The  Twins,  9137  feet), 
beneath  which  the  great  tunnel  passes,  and  close 
by,  the  Piz  dellas  Blais  (9623  feet).

Crasta  Mora  (9636  feet),  above  which  emerges  the 
peak  of  Piz  Kesch  (11,221  feet).  Towards  the  south- 
east one  can  look  down  the  Bernina  valley,  towards 
the  south  the  Roseg  valley  with  the  spurs  of  the 
mighty  Roseg  glacier.  Above  the  valley  can  be 
descried  the  many  peaks  of  the  Bernina  group  Piz 
Misaun  (10,676  feet),  PizTschierva  (11,693  feet),  U 
Sella  (ll,769feet)  and  II  Caputschin(ll,126feet), while 
the  Piz  Bernina  itself  is  hidden.  Right  opposite  the 
station  lies  the  Rosatsch,  (9826  feet)  with  its  finely 
wooded  foot,  commanding  the  St.  Moritz  lake.

The  extension  of  the  railway  line  along  the 

Vorderrhein  Valley  via  llanz  to  Disentis  has  been 
recognised  as  necessary  for  a  long  while  by  reason 
of  the  character  of  the  latter  place,  this  being  the 
starting-point  of  the  important  Alpine  roads  over 
the  Oberalp  pass  to  Andermatt  and  over  the  Luk- 
manier  to  Olivone-Biasca.  It  is  now  in  course  of 
construction  and  will  be  opened  in  1913,  or,  if  at 
all  possible,  a  year  earlier. 

The  line,  for  its  whole  length,  runs  along  the 
valley  of  the  Vorderrhein  and  touches  first  of  all 
the  small  villages  of  Strada  (2349  feet)  and  Schnaus 
(2382  feet),  then  Ruis  (2395  feet)  and  Tavanasa 
(2621  feet).  The  more  important  resorts  here  lie 
mostly  at  some  elevation,  as  Brigels  (4229  feet)  on 
the  left  and  Obersaxen  (4223  feet)  on  the  right  side 
of  the  valley.  Further  along  the  valley  are  Truns 
(2838  feet),  Rabius  (3150  feet)  at  the  entrance  to  the 
Somvixer  Valley,  Campodials  (3166  feet)  and  the 
terminus  of  the  line,  the  important  place  Disentis 
(3773  feet)  with  its  imposing  monastery.
